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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to Applicant's submission filed on July 31, 2007. Claims 
5-9 and 20-24 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claims 1-4 and 10-19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment canceling those claims. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments (see Applicant's remarks, pages 7-10) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 5-9 and 20-24 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been 
withdrawn. 

A Ho wable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-9 and 20-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the manner and 
combination recited in the independent claims, and given Applicant's definition of an "excepting 
instruction" as an "instruction that may cause an exception to occur" (specification, paragraph 
[0025], lines 1-2), determining a second instruction in a plurality of instructions that computes a 
previous value of a target register associated with a first instruction when the first instruction is 
not an excepting -instruction and is to be moved upward across a check instruction (claims 5 and 
20), and similarly, inserting a copy of a first instruction into a recovery block when the first 
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instruction is not an excepting instruction and is to be moved downward, but not upward, across 
a check instruction (claims 8 and 23), as Applicant indicates (remarks, pages 7-10). 

6. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
